Says Shepard 
C A P E CANAVERAL (U PI)- 
This word may reach the ray gun 
and dime store space helmet set 
a bit too late to do any good, 
but all is definitely not "A-OK” in 
the rocket world. 
Rocketry is giving the diction­ 
ary printers a host of headaches 
with such terms as "lox” (liquid 
oxygen), "gox” (gaseous oxygen), 
"brenn-schluss” ( G e r m a n for 
burnout), "burnout" (American 
for brenn-schluss). and "chicken 
switch” no explanation neces­ 
sary). 
"A-OK” was added to the rapid­ 
ly increasing lexicon of space 
jargon last May when Navy Cmdr. 
Alan B. Shepard Jr. made this 
nation's first manned space flight. 
A federal space agency spokes­ 
man said that was the way Shep­ 
ard described the efficient opera­ 
tion of his rocket instruments. 
Forget it. kiddies. Shepard says 
he didn't say it.

24 hours raised hopc-i that w’aters 
deep in the cave were falling.

KENNEDY FIRES 
W A R W ARNING 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi­ 
dent Kenned) disclosed today he 
has warned Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev of the "grave dan­ 
gers” of war ovei Berlin and 
urged him o negotiate a peaceful 
settlement ot the enure German 
problem. 
The President, in a grim note 
made publ.c by the White House, 
told Khrushchev his efforts to 
force the Allies out ol West Ber­ 
lin may have "unforeseenable con­ 
sequences" which cruld "endan 
ger the lives and well-being of 
millions of people.” 
The U.S. note was delivered to 
the Kremli.t Monday along with 
similar communications from the 
British and French governments. 
All three warned the Russians 
that the Berlin situation endan­ 
gered world peace. 
Mincing no words. Kennedy told 
Khrushchev that: 
—The United States “is insist­ 
ing on, and will defend, its legal 
rights" in Berlin because "the

Possible Dope Murder 
DOWNEY — Polico today stood 
by their preliminary estimate that 
Palm Springs mar died here 
over the weekend o' an overdose 
of narcotics, meanwhile question­ 
ing «ight persons w»x> were at a 
Saturday night party with the vic­ 
tim.The death is listed as possible 
murder. 
Final determination of the cause 
of the death of Dale Wa y n e 
(Duane) Smith, 23, will be made 
when extensive laboratory t e s t s 
are completed, Det. Capt. Jack 
Martin said today. 
Smith. Morongo Valley resident 
who was an employe of a pool 
construction firm in Palm Springs, 
was found in his pickup truck at 
Los Amigos Hospital early Sun­ 
day.The victim was driven to the 
hospital by at least two of the 
suspects more than six hours aft­ 
er he had passed out at a party 
Saturday night. 
According to Downey Capt. Mar­ 
tin, who is directing me investiga­ 
tion, partygocrs "wcrked over him 
lor six or seven hr irs trying to 
revive him with artificial respira­ 
tion and pouring wnter on him 
and whatnot" before driving him 
to the hospital. 
M a i t i n said the psr'ygoers. 
among whom were 
eight sus­ 


pects now >n custody, tried so 
hard to revive Smith that there 
were rug burns on his cheeks and 
forehead where his face had been 
pressed into the floor as artificial 
respiration progressed. 
After he had been left in the 
hospital parking lot. an anony­ 
mous caller told attendents where 
he might bo found. Martin said 
the caller •* also in custody. 
However, he declined to identify 
the suspects, other than to say 
they included six men and two 
women. 
Another Downey pohce detective, 
Neil Carver, said it was possible 
the party at which Smith passed 
out took place outside Downey in 
unincorporated territory of L os 
Angeles County.

Legend 
Records Recall 
Ty Cobb's Era 


ATLANTA. Ga. (U PI)-T y Cobb 
is gone, but he leaves behind a 
fantastic legacy of 20 baseball 
records which, like ms reputation, 
may last foi all time. 
Cobb, probably the greatest hit­ 
ter that ever lived and most cer­ 
tainly the finest base stealer, fi­ 
nally was cut down by a com­ 
bination of cancer, heart disease 
and diabetes Monday at the age 
of 74. 
The "Georgia Peach,” whose 
general 
condition "deteriorated 
rapidly” duiing the past two 
weeks and whose weight fell off 
from 185 pounds to 165, died at 
Emory University Hospital, less 
than 60 miles from his native 
Narrows, Ga., where he first 
played baseball as a boy. 
Of the 20 records Cobb set while 
with the Detroit Tigeu from 1905 
through 1925 and the Philadelphia 
Athletics from 1927 through 1928. 
he was proudest of his lifetime 
batting avercge of .367 
Won 12 Batting Titles 
A dedicated perfectionist on the 
ball field, Cobb also holds the rec­ 
ord for winning 1' American 
League batting championships, in­ 
cluding nine in a row from 1907 
through 1915 
batting .400 three 
times, including a top of .420 in 
1911; accumulating the most hits, 
4,191; the most total stolen bases. 
892, and most stolen bases in one 
season. 96. in 1915. 
The entire baseball world joined 
in mourning Cobb, from Commis­ 
sioner Ford Frick to Mickey Man­ 


tle of the New York Yankees, to 
whom the "Georgia Peach" gave 
some batting tips aj late as last 
August. 
Despite his consuming passion 
to win and drive himself every 
minute he was in a baseball uni­ 
form, Cobb was oncu ¿eleased in 
the minors for "lack of ability.” 
He drew his first an 1 last "pink 
slip” in 1904 — his first season 
in pro ball — after batting only 
237 in 37 gemes for the Augusta 
club of the Sally League. 
Bought For $500 
Cobb was shocked and vowed 
never to play for Augusta again, 
but he did the following year and 
batted .328 The Detroit Tigers 
purchased h*m that same season
